Nevada will be found the iaw against 
lotteries, passed some years ago, and 
famous Anti-Treatitig law passed by the 
last Legislature. Both of these laws 
are practically null and void and have 
been so held since they passed and be- 
came luws. The lottery law was never 
enforced, but hns b«eu from the first 
popnlurly disregarded u» h»s be«n the 
Auti-Treatiog law. 
Lotteiies and raf- 


fles have been and still are publicly cur- 
ried ou in church fairs and olsewherw, 
arid during the lust legislative term HI 
Carson there were more lotteries and 
raffles for watches, canes, crazy quilts 
and all that sort ol thing than ever be- 
fore, members of both houses as openly 
violating the law by the purchase of 
tickets, as they, together with the gen- 
eral public have violated the iaiti- 
Treatmg law ever since its passage. 
This last mejtioued law was an absurd- 
ity, and has been so regarded and dis- 
regarded ever since by the men who 
made it the law, the officers whose duty 
it is to put it into execution and by the 
public generally.
